BENKPITS OIL MEN. 

Washington, .Inly 27 — Represvnt.T- 
tlve Qeorge White of Ohio, who Ir a 
mrmbiT «f the WitVH and Means ("om- 
mlttef. h»H jiiKot'.'ileil In securing a 
provtalon In the tentative draft of the 
new revenue bill that will be very 
plaaalng to oil men.

We have tried sheila and rifle fire 
without success. The spot is marked 
for vengeance when the Americans 
ike the advance scheduled. The 
Germans liave generally withdrawn 
and the gunner seems to have been left 
there to protect their retreat. 
Order Cewss to Advance. 
Tho order oomaa to advaaco ia a 
few minutes. With their eyao on that 
clump our men get fixed In direction. 
A moment later and the line of men, in 
akirroiabing formation, aoros 'ii l«et 
apart, crouching allghUy forward, their 
riflea ready, step from tlie cdae of tbe 
woods and start through tbe wheat, 
above their waiau. The roacblne gun 
stopo. They go. There is no firing. 
They are half way across the field. A 
ibw steps further and wUh a aoMnd like 
a steam hammer the machine gaa cata 
lae. Our line drops to a man. The 
machine gun atopa. They start again 
wlt^ four or five misaing, and the ma- 
clilao gan'a rat-a-tat begins again. 

Acata thoy drop, and vhw thoy atart 
oao or mora are mlaalag Oae and 
then another drops out and ainka 
among the wheat atalko. Again they 
drop ami again they start. Now there 
are only a few left, aad they drop, 
down and seem to stay down. 

But there Is a disturbance In the 
wheat stalks. From tlirae directions 
other thin brown lines move the same 
way tow.ir.l the machine gunner, while 
our anlpen taice pot shots into bis 
clump of buahee. 

Bat the German ia brave. At every 
opfortunlty his gun spurts bulleta at 
tho advanclnc Americans. 

Amarieens Close in. 
Now our men are close upon three 
sldea. Suddenly they leap up, crouch- 
ing a utile to get more aholter from the 
wheat, and go at the clump of bush 
es. They know the Oerman can get 
some, but cannot get all. 

From hundreds of yards off a Ger- 
man sniper plcka off two of our men, 
but no other Gezmaaa aeem to be near. 

Nearer and nearer tlM man gat, wi 
20 or more riflea and the officer^ au- 
tomatic begin apeaklng. 

Hatru-tat goes the machine gun 
with our men seemingly upon It. Then 
suddenly as It starto<^ tha tat-a-tat 
ceases. Our men scatter aboot the long 
edge of the woods and others move 
.icro-tr the fields (o Join them. 

1 learned later that the American of- 
ficer bad allot the Oerman through 
the head at abort range with hla au 
tomatic platol. There was no "kame 
rud" in that German's syatMn. 

Stretcher bearera brought back the 
wounded from that wheat fidd. Some 
of tbe Americana who had fallen had 
no n eed of atretcher bearera. 

Storlaa of Amaricaa bravery and dis- 
regard of peril in the last we-k's f l^iit 
ing are so numerous that a seems un 
fair to othera to recount their feats. 
Storiee of Heroism. 
There are two or three that seem su- 
preme. 

During the fighting north of Chau- 
teau Thierry a well-known physician 
liaillll^ (lolii Weol \'irKmia. a I'apt.Lin 
in the raniui, was la cluirge of a cer- 
tain hnapltal oorpa- 

Word eamo that behlad aa embank- 
ment; afaatlorad by a line of thin woods, 
were M Ooramaa guarding 40 captur- 
ed AmoHeaa wotudod. Thla point 
waa a kilometer bohlad ttie German 
front line. 

Hia atretcher bearera were all busy, 
so tbe Captain got eight privatea in 
charge of a Corporal. auppUed them 
with stretchers, and went to get tliaee 
American wounded, who bad been aev 
en houra without medical aid. Thi 
eratwhile dignified practitioner. 46 
yeara old, crawled on his stomach 
with bis squad piut our front lines, 
down a big ditch and drew near the 
Uermana and tba woondod captivea. 

Crawling elooe to the groups the 
Captain stepped boldly into tho open 
and demanded the surrender of the 
Germans. 

Tbo enemy began abooting daoptte 
the doctor'a Red Ciooa, wharaapoa the 

Corporal and his eight privatea opened 
fire on the Germans, it»n»g eight. The 
other six surrendered. 

Act as Stretcher Besrers. 
The captured Germane and the Am- 
ericana who conid Walk aetad ao' 
stretcher bearers for the more aerioua- 
ly wounded. Americans insisted on 
bdng allowed to carry on a stretch- 
er a woiuded German, saying he had 
saved their Uvea According to the 
Americana the Oerman guards were 
going to km them all, but the wounded 
German perauaded the guards to agree 
to wait until nightfall for the exccu- 
Uon. 

Led by the Uedlcal Captain the cav- 
alcade, with 40 wotmded, lay on the 
side of tho wood tmtu dark aad all got 

back to the .\merican hospital .safe- 
ly. 

Next day the doctor was killed by a 
Gennan sniper, aad therefore I am not 

permitted to give' hla name. Thla la 
a typical Instance of the bravery and 
ticvotion of the Americtin army doctoro 
No lees Is to be said of our chaplaina 
To Illustrate this I wtU «tto oao oaoo. 
When the Uermana oroaaad the Mame 
and iidvanrert ngalnst the Americana 
through Mcxy, many of our men ware 
wminilcil In a brave stand. Two days 
later un airplane brought word that 
Americans hud been seen lying In a 
graveyard In Heiy, preaumably woun- 
ded.
